S.0.1161(E). —Whereas, the Master Plan of Delhi-2001 was modified vide 
notification No. S.O. 425(E), dated 28-3-2006 in so far as the chapter on Mixed Use 
is concerned. 

Whereas, several representations have been received since 
then for further modification and rationalization of the provisions 
relating to Mixed Use; 

Whereas, the Centra] Government had already constituted a 
Committee of Experts on 14.2.2006 under the Chairmanship of Shri 
Tejendra Khanna, former, Lt. Governor, Delhi to assess the magnitude 
of the problem and issues involved in the matter and to suggest a 
comprehensive strategy to deal with it; 

Whereas, the said Tejendra Khanna Committee has 
submitted its report on 13-5-06; 
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And whereas the Central Government after careful 
consideration of the report of the Tejendra Khanna Committee has 
proposed to fmplement the recommendations pertaining to Mixed Use; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of powers under section 11 A of 
the Delhi Development Act read with Delhi Development (Master Plan 
and Zonal Development Plans) Rules 1959, as amended from time to 
time, the following further modifications which are proposed to be 
made by the Delhi Development Authority in the Master Plan for Delhi- 
2001, with the approval of Central Government are hereby published 
for public information. Any person having any objection or suggestion 
may send the same in writing to the Principal Commissioner -cum- 
Secretary, Delhi Development Authority. ‘B’ Block, Vikas Sadan, New 
Delhi - 110023, within a period of 30 days from the date of publication 
of this Notice. The person making the objection or suggestion should 
also give his name and address. 

Modification: 

In Gazette of India, Part II, section 3, sub-section (ii) 
dated 1.8.1990 the following shall be incorporated:- 
(i) On page 165(RHS) under CLAUSE 10.0 MIXED USE 
REGULATIONS the existing provisions, as modified vide notification 
S.O. No. 425(E) dated 28,3.2006 shall be substituted by the following:- 

10.0 MIXED USE POLICY 

This chapter covers the policy for mixed use of land for certain 
permissible purposes. The policy acknowledges the need for permitting 
use of land for purposes other than that for which It is planned and lays 
down the conditions under which this may be applied In different 
situations. The general procedure to be followed for implementation of 
the said policy, and mitigating measures to be taken to counter the 
effect of such non-intended use in such areas are also described. 

10.1 GOVERNING PRINCIPLES FOR MIXED USE 

i. Mixed use for the purposes of this Chapter means the provision 
for non-residential activity in residential premises. 
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ii. The policy aims to balance the socio-economic need for such 
activity and the environmental impact of the said activity in 
residential areas. 

tii. Mixed use allows access to commercial establishments in the 
proximity of the residences and reduces the need for commuting 
across zones in the city. However at the same time, it needs to 
be regulated in order to manage and mitigate associated 
adverse impacts related to congestion, increased traffic and 
increased pressure on civic amenities. 

iv. The over-riding principles for permitting mixed use are the need 
to acknowledge and make adequate provision for meeting 
community needs, mitigating environmental impact and 
providing for safe and convenient circulation and parking, 

v. Mixed-use shall not be permitted in the Lutyens Bungalow Zone, 
Civil Lines, Government housing, institutional and staff housing 
of public and private agencies, buildings/precincts listed by the 
Heritage Conservation Committee. 

10.2. MIXED USE IN RESIDENTIAL AREAS: DIFFERENTIATED 
APPROACH: 

i). The need for a differentiated approach to mixed use policy 
arises from the fact that Delhi, being the country’s capital and an 
important centre of economic activity has a large diversity in the type of 
residential areas. Apart from the planned residential colonies built as 
part of Lutyens’ Delhi as well as through the process of planned 
development undertaken by the Delhi Development Authority, there 
are authorized residential areas in the Walled City, Special areas and 
in urbanized villages. Other planned areas include resettlement 
colonies and pre-DDA colonies including post-partition rehabilitation 
colonies. There are also unplanned unauthorized regularized colonies; 
unauthorized colonies as well as slums and jhuggi jhonpri clusters in 
various parts of Delhi.

ii) . Moreover, the extent of non-residential activity seen as being 

necessary or desirable by the residents themselves varies from area to 
area based on the socio-economic status of the residents as well as 
the past pattern of development in that area. While certain colonies 
may appreciate the need for non-residential activity as an integral part 
of their livelihood, some others may fervently wish to preserve the 
more or less exclusive residential character of their colonies and 
neighborhoods. 

iii) Hence it Is proposed to follow a differentiated approach in the 
application of the mixed use policy In Delhi. 

iv) The differentiated approach would be based on categorization 
of colonies from A to G as adopted by MCD for Unit Area method of 
property tax assessment. 

a. In colonies falling in categories A and B, only professional activity 
would be permissible. Any other activity may be permitted under 
the terms and conditions prescribed in the succeeding paras, only if 
the RWA(s) of the said colonies make a specific request in this 
regard. 

b. In colonies falling in C and D categories, mixed use would be 
permissible as per terms and conditions prescribed in the 
succeeding paras, subject to consultation with RWAs. 

c. In colonies falling in E, F and G all categories of mixed use would 
be permissible as per terms and conditions prescribed in the 
succeeding paras. 

d. In respect of colonies falling in NDMC area (excluding Lutyens 
Bungalow Zone, Government housing, institutional and staff 
housing of public and private agencies, and buildings/precincts 
listed by the Heritage Conservation Committee), existing mixed use 
streets / stretches will be notified by NDMC. Future notification of 
mixed use streets/ stretches will be done on a field level survey to 
assess the community needs, environmental impact and traffic 
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circulation/ adequate parking and in consultation with Residents 
Welfare Associations. 

10.3 IDENTIFICATION OF MIXED USE AREAS IN EXISTING 
URBAN AREAS AND URBANI2ABLE AREAS: 

The identification of mixed use areas/ streets in both the 

urbanized/urban as well as urbanizable areas of Delhi would be as 

follows; 

i. in already urbanized /urban areas, mixed use would be 
permissible in the following areas; 

a. In colonies falling in Category A and B, subject to specific request of 
the RWA, in residential plots facing streets/roads with a minimum 
18 m ROW in regular residential plotted development. 

b. In colonies falling in Category C and D, subject to consultation of 
the RWA in residential plots facing streets/roads with a minimum 18 
m ROW in regular residential plotted development, 13.5 m ROW in 
rehabilitation colonies and 9 m ROW in special area and urban 
villages. 

c. In all the colonies falling under E, F and G categories, in residential 
plots facing roads of ROW 13.5m, 9m and 6 m respectively in 
residential plotted development, rehabilitation colonies and special 
area/ walled city/ villages. 

ii. Mixed use shall continue to be permitted on all streets/ stretches 
already notified by the competent authority under MPD 2001 
and Indicated in Annexure-I (List of identified stretches / 
Streets). 

iii. Residential areas and Streets/ stretches earlier declared as 
commercial or where commercial use was allowed in MPD 1962 
would also be allowed to continue such use at least to the extent 
as permissible in MPD 1962. 

iv. Commercial activity existing from prior to 1962 in residential 
areas would be permitted to continue subject to documentary 
proof thereof. 
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V. In addition to streets covered under (ii) & (iii) above, local bodies 
shall be required to carry out within 60 days of the Notification 
coming Into force, a survey of all other streets of the above- 
mentioned width, with a view to decide on notification of 
identified stretches of such streets as mixed use streets. 

vi. The field survey shall assess the extent of existing non- 
residential use on the street, the stretch of the street to be 
notified, the additional requirement of civic amenities and the 
provision for traffic circulation and parking. 

vii. The notification should be completed within the following 60 
days after the field survey with the approval of the Competent 
Authority under the relevant Act. 

viii. In new urbanizable areas, 

a. In newly developed residential areas, mixed use as 
specified above shall be permitted only on residential 
plots located on 18 m. ROW roads. 

b. In villages that are declared as urban and get integrated 
into the process of development, mixed use would be 
permissible in areas/ stretches identified in the local area 
plan/ lay out plan prepared for such integration. 

ix. The layout plan in such new areas shall earmark such stretches/ 
plots and notify them under the Mixed Use Policy at the time of 
grant of permission for layout plan in the case of private 
development and at the time of disposal by allotment or auction 
in the case of areas developed by DDA, 

10.4 GENERAL TERMS AND CONDITIONS GOVERNING MIXED 
USE: 

On the notified stretches/ streets, mixed use shall be permitted, subject 

to the following general terms and conditions: 

(i) In plots on notified streets. In plotted development, three types 
of mixed use namely, retail shops, professional activity and 
other activity, are permissible. 
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(ii) In any residential plot {on the notified street, in plotted 
development), only one of the two; either retail shop as per para 
10.6, or any one of the other activities listed below in para 10.7, 
would be permitted. However, professional activity would also 
be permitted in such plots. 

(iii) In one residential dwelling unit, (on the notified street, in plotted 
development,) only one type of mixed use (i e.. retail shop or 
professional activity or one of the other activities) shall be 
permissible. 

(iv) in group housing, only professional activity is permissible. Retail 
shops would be specifically provided for in the lay out plan of 
group housing. 

(v) No encroachment shall be permitted on the streets or public 
land. 

(vi) Development control norms as applicable for the particular 
residential use will continue to be applicable, even if the plot/ 
dwelling unit is put to mixed use. 

(vii) If the notified street is a Master Plan Road, service road should 
be available or provided for by local bodies so that mixed use 
premises can be approached from such service road and not 
directly from the main carriageway, 

(vii!) In plotted development, front setback should not have boundary 
wall, so that it can be used for additional parking. This would 
also apply to ground floor residences in group housing, being 
used for professional activity. 

(ix) Parking @ 2.0 ECS per 100 sqm shall be provided within the 
premises. Where this is not available, cost of development of 
parking, shall be payable by the plot allottee/ owner. 

(x) Common parking areas would be earmarked on such streets 
taking into account the additional load on traffic and parking 
consequent upon notification of the street under Mixed Use 
Policy. If no parking space is available, land/ plot on the said 
street would be made available by Traders association or 
acquired for construction of parking facilities, preferably, multi 
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level parking. Development of such parking facilities would be 
done by either the traders Association or by local bodies and 
may include public-private partnership as a model for 
implementation. 

(xi) Streets of less than 9 m (or 6 m in E. F & G category colonies) 
ROW in Urban villages, special areas and Walled City, if notified 
for mixed use shall be declared as Pedestrian Shopping Streets 
(PSS) and will not be open to motorized transport. 


10.5 PERMISSIBLE AND NON-PERMISSIBLE USES: 

Any trade or activity involving any kind of obnoxious, hazardous, 
inflammable, non-compatible and polluting substance or process shall 
not be permitted. 


10.6 RETAIL SHOPS 

i. Retail shops shall be permitted on plots on streets notified for 

mixed use only on ground floor upto the maximum permissible 

ground floor coverage. 

ii. The following activities shall not be allowed under Mixed Use: 

a) Retail shops of building materials (timber, timber products, 
marble*, iron and steel and sand), firewood, coal and any fire 
hazardous and other bulky materials. 

b) Repair shops of automobiles repair and workshop, cycle 
rickshaw repair, tyre resorting and re-treading, and battery 
charging.** 

c) Storage, go-down and warehousing. 

d) Junk shop 

e) Liquor shop 

f) Printing, dying and varnishing 

g) Any other activity that may be notified from time to time by 
Government. 

Note: * Retail shops of finished Marble products, not undertaking 

cutting and polishing activities and , ** repair shops and workshops in 
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case of automobile and cycle rickshaws, would be permissible on plots 
abutting mixed use streets of ROW of 30 m or more. 

10.7 OTHER ACTIVITY 

10.7.1 The following other activities shall also be permitted in the 
residential plots on notified streets: 

(a) Pre-pnmary school (Nursery/Montessori School, Creche.) 

(b) Nursing home 

(c) Guest house 

(d) Bank 

(e) Fitness Centre (Gymnasium, yoga/ meditation centre) 

10.7.2. The above mentioned activities would be subject to the 
following additional conditions in addition to general conditions 
prescribed in preceding paras: 

(i) Subject to the specific conditions mentioned in succeeding 
paras, the minimum size of the plot on which these activities 
shall be permissible, on notified streets, shall be 200 sqm in 
regular plotted development, 160 sqm in rehabilitation 
colonies, special area & villages. The maximum size of the 
plot will be lOOOsqm. 

(ii) Banks will be permissible on 2/3'^ of FAR subject to 600 
sqm, while Guest House and Nursing Homes will be 
permissible upto 3/4^ of the floor area. 

(iii) Nursing Homes operating in plots facing MP roads and ZP 
roads that are notified for mixed use, will be permissible upto 
100% of built up area and the limits on the size of the plot 
would not apply. 

(iv) Guest Houses operating in plots on mixed use streets in 
Special Area and in plots facing MP roads and ZP roads that 
are notified for mixed use will be permissible upto 100% of 
built up area and the limits on the size of the plot would not 

epply. 
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(v) Pre-primary school and fitness centre would be restricted 
only to the ground floor up to the permissible ground 
coverage. 

(vi) The above mentioned activities would also be subject to any 
other specific terms and conditions, as may be prescribed in 
the relevant Statutes/ Acts applicable to them, including 
those in respect of size of plots, road width etc. 

(vii) It shall be the responsibility of the plot allottee/ owner to 
make arrangements for parking so that the parking does not 
encroach/ spill over on public land. 

The relevant regulations covering terms and conditions vide 
Notification No 273 to 275(E) dated 11. 03.2003 will be taken up for 
revision accordingly. 


10.7.3. Banquet hall shall be permissible only in industrial areas 
and not in the residential use zone. Development control norms in 
respect of Ground coverage, FAR, height and basement shall be 
applicable as per Master Plan Norms for the specific land use for that 
premises. 

10.8 PROFESSIONAL ACTIVITY 

i. Professional activity will be permitted if carried out by the 
resident him/her self. 

ii. Professional activities would mean those activities involving 
commercial services based on professional skills namely Doctor, 
Lawyer, Architect, and Chartered Accountant. 

iii. In group housing, and plotted development with multiple 
dwelling units, professional activity shall be permitted on any 
floor subject to maximum of 50% of the permissible or 
sanctioned FAR, whichever is less, of the dwelling unit 

iv. In the case of plotted development with single dwelling unit, 
such activity will be permissible on any one floor only, but 
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restricted to less than 50% of the permissible or sanctioned 
FAR, whichever is less on that plot. 


10.9 REGISTRATION OF MIXED USE PREMISES AND PAYMENT 
OF CHARGES: 

i. In order to avail of the provisions under the Mixed Use Policy, 
the owner/allottee of the plot/ dwelling unit in case of plotted 
development and dwelling unit in the case of group housing 
would be required to register himself and pay the prescribed 
charges at rates to be notified by the Central Government from 
time to time. 

ii. The property owner/ user of a residence already under mixed 
use or intended to be put to mixed use, is required to declare 
such mixed-use by filling up a form in this respect and 
depositing it with the local body along with one-time registration 
charges. 

iii. The property under mixed use shall also be liable for payment of 
mixed-use charges every year to the local body/DDA for the 
period during which the property is put to mixed use. Such 
payment will be made by the property owner/ allottee voluntarily 
before 30 June of every year. 

iv. in addition, If any revision In building plans is required for using 
residential premises for non-residential activities, the property 
allottee/ owner would be required to seek sanctioned revised 
building plans and pay necessary charges. 

V. The local body concerned shall be responsible to conduct test 
check of properties under mixed use, whether registered with it 
or not. 

vi. In addition to other penal action available under the relevant Act, 
properties found to be under mixed use, without self-declaration/ 
registration or in violation of the terms of registration would be 
penalized by levy of 10 times the annual charges for mixed use. 
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10.10 CONSULTATION WITH RWAs: 

i. Consultation with the RWAs for the purposes of declaring mixed 
use streets would be done by the local bodies concerned. Such 
consultation should cover at least 50% of the plot allottees/ 
owners of that colony, through one or more RWAs. 

ii. Genuine efforts for meaningful consultations with RWAs should 
be made by the local bodies. Such efforts will include wide 
publicity to the proposed consultations, maintenance of record of 
consultation and providing access to those records to RWA and 
public. 

iii. RWA consultation may be extensive but limited to identification 
of mixed use streets, and not for grant of permission in individual 
cases. However RWAs would have a right to be heard in cases 
of complaints of public nuisance and non-permissible uses. 

iv. Consultation with RWAs prior to granting permission for 
banquet halls shall be compulsory not only in post 1962 plotted 
development but in any residential area, where banquet halls 
are permissible. 

10.11 UNDER WHAT CONDITIONS MIXED USE CAN BE DENIED/ 
WITHDRAWN: 

Permission or registration for mixed use can be cancelled or 
suspended by the concerned local body in case of violation of any of 
the conditions under which such mixed use is permissible/ permitted. 


10.12 COMMERCIAL STREETS: 

10.12.1. In cases where more than 70% of the properties on a notified 
mixed use street are under commercial use, on main roads of ROW 
exceeding 24mts, such stretches can be notified by Government as 
Commercial stretches/ streets. Identification of such stretches would be 
on the basis of field survey to be conducted by the local body. 

10.12.2. After identification is done, notification of commercial 
stretches/ streets would be subject to the following terms and 
conditions: 
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i) Preparation of revised lay-out plan for such areas/ streets by the local 
traders Association and approval by the local body, 

ii) The lay-out plan for such areas/ streets should indicate adequate 
provision for circulation, parking, open spaces and other planning 
norms as applicable to commercial centres of comparable size. 

iii) Necessary open space should be made available on the stretch / 
street by local traders association for parking and common facilities. 

v) Plot/ property owners / allottees on the commercial streets would be 
liable for payment of additional development charges for provisioning of 
such infrastructure. 

vi) Any other condition that may be prescribed by Government from 
time to time.
